In keeping with the State Board of 
Education's goal of "no bullying" in Michi- 
gan's schools, Romulus Middle School 
Students recently took part in a unique 
experience called "Word." 

"Word" is a 40-minute play com- 
prised of eight scenes staged in typical 


school settings such as aclassroom, a 


hallway, and a cafeteria. The play uses 
actors to tell the story of a bullying 
incident from the perspective of each 
participant: the bully, the victim, and the 
witness. It demonstrates the effects of 
bullying, explains the many negative 
consequences that can result from bul- 
lying, and coaches students on how to 
Stop it. It also explains the different 
types of bullying — physical, verbal, and 
psychological — and points out reasons 
to refrain from the "put-down sessions" 
that are often popular among students. 


After the play, the actors held dis- 
cussions with students and covered 
topics such as stereotyping, the media, 
and the possible effects that each might 
have on student values andideas about 
what is "cool" now. They also talked 
about the fact that being picked on or 
embarrassed has become a daily threat 
that results in the truancy of more than 
150,000 students a day from schools 
throughout the United States. 

At the end of the program, students 
were asked to take the following pledge: 
"| pledge to think more about the words 
| use. | will try to be aware of how my 
words can hurt people. | will try to re- 
place words that hurt with words that 
encourage. | will not beéome discour- 
aged when |am unable to choose words 
perfectly. | will keep trying to make the 
world a better place, one word atatime."
